The appendices were not read by the 
clerk. A few senators followed the 
reading from print and others listened 
to the clerk. Most of the minority sen- 
ators, it was observer, took advantage 
of the time to catch up with -their cor- 
respondence after they had glanced 
through their copies of the message. 

The public galleries were well filled 
in both House and Senate and the spec- 
tators listened to the reading with mani- 
fest interest.. Before the clerk’s voice 
had died down in the last word of the 
message in the Senate Jeff Davis of Ar- 
kansas thundered: 

“Mr. President.”’ 

When recognized he shouted: ‘I move 
that 10,000 copies be printed. This is the 
best Democratic doctrine I ever heard 
from Republican sources.’’ 

There was no objection, and the order 
was made. 

Gallery Interested. 

So far as the Senate is concerned, the 
gallery gave evidence of being in greater 
accord with the President’s utterances 
than the ‘public servants’’ to which 
they were directed. 

“It was an appeal to arms to the 

masses on the platform of ‘down with 
the rich,’”’ igs the way one Senator, rec- 
ognized as a ‘‘Conservative,”’’ expressed 
his views. He declined to make public 
comment. 
“This is a splendid state paper. It will 
crystallize sentiment and force the 
renomination,” was the way Senator 
Bourne, Republican, of Oregon, the 
“second elective term’’ boomer, regarded 
it.

are ‘thoroughly eliminate all ele- 
ments of risk,’ ‘ore cf the * * 
* most profitable * * * enter- 
prises known to mankind,’ ‘suf- 
ficient to pay an average of 100 
per cent annually for over 44 
years to every stockholder.’ 
Among the officers and directors 
of this marvelous company we 
note one who is thus described: 
‘Hon. William J. Stone, Jefferson 
City, Mo., United States Senator 
from Missouri, and former Gover- 
nor of that State.’ Should not 
our people either pay this Senator 
a salary sufficient to relieve him 
from the embarrassing necessity 
of selling cheap mining stocks to 
suckers, or else send a substitute 
to Washington and regretfully 
leave him free to give all of his 
highly valuable time to defending 
his family against the wolf? 

Admita He Invested. 

Senator Stone frankly admitted to the 
Washington correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch that he has “got a little 
money’’ invested in the bonanza Alas- 
kan enterprise. 

*“T just bought some stock, that’s all,” 
he added. 

When questioned concerning the 100- 
per-cent profits a year, Senator Stone 
said: 

“Well, I don’t know about that. I 
hope they'll be that much.” 

Further than this he refused to discuss 
the company. Senator Stone was the 
guest Thursday night in Washington at 
an “Alaskan smoker,’’ in the red room 
of the New Willard Hotel. 

Among the prominent guests at the 
smoker was Thomas Cale, delegate to 
Congress from Alaska. The hosts were 
officers of the Rogers-Nurton Co. of 
New York, a concern interested in the 
promotion of Alaskan mining ventures. 

L. 8S. Rogers, president of the Rogers- 
Norton Co., told of his inspection of the 
Nome district, and was enthusiastic 
about its opportunities for profitable 
business. Other good dredging engineers 
spoke arm stereopticon views of Alaskan 
mining flelds were shown. 

Paints Glowing Picture. 

Ed L. Smith of New York, one of 
the speakers, painted a glowing picture 
of the Nome gold flelds, ins:-ting that 
they offered fabulous wealth. 

Letters bearing the indorsement of 
Senators Stone and others, according to 
Washington reports, are being sent out 
to prospective purchaser of stock in the 
Nome Gold Dredging and Power Co., 
offering shares at 50 cents each.

Thinks Boarder Is Defrauding 
Landlady and Causes 
His Arrest. 








In the role of girl detective, Miss Alice 
Runkle, a petite blonde, has been the 
nemesis of Arthur Herkovitz, who is 
awaiting in Jail a preliminary hearing 
in the Court of General Sessions on 
three charges of embezzling money and 
jewels from his landlady, Mrs. Rose 
Stopp, 2536 University street. 

It was due to the girl’s shrewdness 
and her energy that Herkovitz was in- 
tercepted by the police on the morning 
of his alleged departure to Chicago with 
$150 worth of Mrs. Stopp’s property. 

Gave Landlady Silwerware. 

When Herkovitz sought lodgings with 
Mrs. Stopp on New Year’s day, he at 
once won her good graces by presenting 
her with $18 worth of silverware. He 
represented that he was a salesman for 
a trading stamp company, and that he 
would not be able to pay his board until 
the end of the month. But in a few 
days he regained the silver by assert- 
ing he wished to send it to Chicago to 
be engraved. 

He then told Mrs. Stopp that he had 
a $250 ring in pawn, and that if she 
would loan him $100 to redeem it, he 
would pay his bill to her and give her 
the ring as security. When she said she 
had no money, he procured a money 
lender, from whom Mrs. Stepp bor- 
rowed $100, mortgaging every piece of 
furniture in her house and promising to 
pay $35 interest for a year’s use of the 


money. 
Girl Accuses Boarder. 


Herkovitz is said to have persuaded 
Mrs. Stopp to give him two gold rings, 
worth $60, on the pretext that he would 
send them to Chicago to be engraved 
with her name. When this transaction 
came to the ears of Miss Runkle, she 
at once accused Herkovitz, or Herbert, 
as he was known at the boarding house, 
of pawning them. To quiet the quarrel 
which followed, Mrs. Stopp admitted 
to the girl, who, as the only feminine 
boarder, is her confidante and adviser, 
that she had loaned him $100. 3 

She persuaded Mrs, Stopp to search 
his grips one day when he was absent 
and learned that he was masquerading 
under a false name, and that he had 
lived at 382% Finney avenue, instead of 
the Pianters Hotel, as he had alleged. 
Visiting this house she discovered that 
Herkovitz Was a married man with 
three children, instead of single, as he 
had represented. 

Finally, persuaded by the girl. Mrs. 
Stopp entered Herkovitz's room and 
searched his clothes as he slept, but 
found nothing. “Look in his shoes,” 
suggested Miss Runkle. In one of them 
was found a railroad ticket to Chi- 
cago, dated Saturday.

“Some may hold that this is too hard a 
test,’ commented the Court; ‘“‘but it is 
the law. It is clear, explicit and reason- 
able. Mark you that the law says ‘a 
defect of reagon;’ and I must instruct, 


you that a defect of reason is not an 
opinion ‘a man may hold as to the just- 
ness or correctness of his own acts, or 
an opinion that the laws of the land are 
wrong. Hatred and revenge are not in- 
sanity. Most crime; are committed from 
just such motives as these.”’ 

The Court ordered the jury to ignore 
the stories told about Stanford Whites 
wrongdoing, declaring that evil as well 
as good men are entitled to the law's 
protection. 

Mrs. William Thaw, her son, Josiah, 
and her daughter, Mrs. George IL... Car- 
negie, and Evelyn Nesbit Thaw were 
in the courtroom while Justice Dowling 
read his charge. From the moment the 
first words came from the bench until 
the jury had filed out to begin its de- 
liberations the courtroom doors were 
locked and no one was allowed to pass 
in or out. 

Jnry Asks for Exhibits. 

As the jury was about to leave the 
box, Justice Dowling asked if they de- 
sired any of the exhibits in the case. 
Foreman Gremmels replied that the 
jury would like to have them all. Thaw 
was compelled to stand and nod his 
formal assent to this action. 

The defendant listened intently to the 
Judge's charge. The reading occupied 
40 minutes. The fact that the jury de- 
sired to examine the exhibits was taken 
to indicate that they would be some 
time at their deliberations. 

On the subject of a reasonable doubt, 
Justice Dowling said the doctrine ap- 
plied to the grade of crime as well as 
to the question of innocence or respon- 
sibility or irresponsibility. Knowledge 
of the nature or quality of a defendant's 
action included the issue as to whether 
or not he knew he was firing a loaded 
pistol. The defendant had a right to ex- 
pect the benefit of the doubt as to this, 
as well as to other material issues. 

The trace of insanity in collateral 


branches of the mind. he said, had a. 


proper place in the testimony and was 
worthy of consideration. 
Defines Degrees of Murder. 
Justice Dowling defined the various de- 
grees of murder and manslaughter rec- 
ognized under the laws and then added 
that the jury in its deliberations was not 
bound by the terms of the indictment. 
“If your verdict should be not guilty,” 
he said, “under the specifications of the 
defendant's plea as to insanity, you will 
add the clause ‘on the ground of the de- 
fendant’s insanity at the time of the 
commission of the crime charged In the 
indictment.’ In any other verdict you 
render you will specify the degree." 
After the jury had retired, Justice 
Dowling and the various attorneys con- 
gratulated each other upon the expedi- 
tion of the trial and the manner of its 
conduct. Justice Dowling said his dect- 
sion to throw all sessions open to the 
public had been justified by the way 
the case had been handled by the press.

Noted German Professor Here 
to Lecture on Art Throws 
Up Hands.

Says His Fatherland Is Far 
Ahead of Ours in 
Education. 





Dr. Paul Clemen, one of Germany’s 
most noted educators, sent to Harvard 
University to serve on its faculty as the 
personal representative of the Kaiser, 
threw up his hands Friday, a few hours 
after his arrival In St. Louis, when he 
was asked what he thought of the Sun- 
day ‘“‘lid’’ and prohibicion movement. 

“IT cannot conceive of it—not at all,” 
he said. “It is incomprehensible to me 
that any considerable number of per- 
sons should start such a movement. It 
would not be well for anyone to suggest 
prohibition where I came from in the 
German Rhine country. 

All Wrong, He Says. 

“There, everybody drinks wine. It 
comes natural. [I can see no necessity 
for abridging the personal liberty of the 
people as to what they shall eat or 
drink. It is gll wrong.” 

Dr. Clemen is accompanied by his 
wife. He will deliver three lectures in 
St. Louis on art and will remain here 
until Tuesday. 

Friday, under the escort of IF. Louis 
Soldan, Superintendent of Instruction, 
he visited the Yeatman High School and 
the Blair School. He also was a guest 
of the faculty at Eden College, the Ger- 
man Evangelical seminary on the St. 
Charles Rock road. 

Friday afternoon he and his wife vis- 
ited the Grant farm in August A. 
Busch’s automobile. 


Press Agent tor Germany. 

“T have visited grammar schools here 
and in Boston,’ he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “I find them very fine 
schools, about on a par with the Ger- 
man public schools. So far as the com- 
mon schools are concerned, there is little 
difference, but Germany is far, very far 
ahead of America in all things pertain- 
ing to higher education. Our universi- 
ties, lyeeums and gymnasiums are so 
far ahead of yours that there is no com- 
parison. 

‘“‘We are justly proud of our great ed- 
ucational system. You must remem.er 
that in Germany the percentage of illit- 
eracy ig only one-third of one per cent 
while in the United States the percent- 
age is 10 per cent. 


Spirit of Spert. 

“Despite what Americans may think, 
there is more of the spirt of sport in 
our universities than there is in yours. 
Since the present Emperor ascended the 
throne athletics have played a very im- 
portant part In our educational institu- 
tions. 

“We play football, but we play it with 
our feet. We don’t think it is sport 
to fall on a man and break his ribs, 
and we would sooner have fun than a 
funeral any day. Our sports are mod- 
eled after those of the English. We 
play cricket a great deal and rowing is 
the most popular exercise of collegians. 

“As to our system of teaching in the 
universities, we instruct the individual 
and make him a specialist in some line 
of endeavor which is worth while, 
whereas you in this country teach a 
little bit of everything to large groups 
of students at the same time. You 
can never turn out great and learned 
men that way.’’ 

Dr. Clemen is one of Germany’s high- 
‘mt authorities on sculpture and paint- 
ng.

then warned the jury that the speeches 
of counsel were to be given no consid- 
eration, but that the verdict must be 
rendered on the law and the evidence. 

“Nor are you concerned with th» 
question of punishment,’’ continued the 
court, “‘which may follow a verdicc of 
guilty at your hands. Your sole func- 
tion is to determine if any crime has 
been committed and its grade, and leuvc 
the question of penalty to those re- 
sponsible.”’ 

The jury was informed in emphatic 
language that it must not be swayed by 
any evidence about the character of 
Stanford White. : 

“The life of the humblest and most 
abandoned,”’ the Court said, “is equally 
entitled to the protection of the law 
as that of the most cultivated, refined 
or elevated.’’ 

Justice Dowling warned against spec- 
ulative doubt, among other things say- 
ing: “It is not a doubt whether the 
party may not possibly be innocent, tn 
the face of strong proof of his guilt, but 
sincere doubt whether he has been prov- 
ei; guilty, that is called reasonable. As 
certainty advances, doubt recedes.”’ 


Law Presumed He Is Sane. 

Taking up the direct question of 
Thaw’s sanity or insanity, Justice Dow- 
ling said: 

“The law presumes every individual 
to be sane and upon that presumption 
the prosecution. may rest withotit proof 
at the outset. But where the defense 
is insanity and evidence is given tend- 
ing to establish that defense, the gen- 
eral question is presented whether the 
crime was committed by a person re- 
sponsible for his acts, and the burden 
of establishing sanity is up to the prose- 
cution; and if upon the whole case any 
reasonable doubt remaing in your mind 
as to the defendant's sanity, he is en- 
titled to the benefits of that doubt and 
to be acquitted on that ground.’’ 

He then quoted the code as showing 
that even though Thaw’s mind was not 
perfectly sound, he must not be ac- 
quitted unless laboring under sueh de- 
fect of reasoning as to render him in- 
capable of realizing the nature and 
quality of his act. This must be thor- 
oughly demonstrated, Justice Dow'ing 
said, before a verdict of not guilty 
could be rendered. If Thaw was men- 
tally capable of entertaining a criminal! 
intent, it Was not possible under their 
oaths, the jury was informed, for them 
to declare him not guilty. 


Burden on the Prosecution. 

Justice Dowling told the jury they 
should bear in mind that the prisoner 
is presumed to be innocent until the 
jury has been convinced beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that he is guilty, and that 
the burden of proof as to every material 
element rested on the _ prosecution 
throughout. It was within the power of 
the jury to accept or reject the testi- 
mony of any witness in whole or in 
part, and also to determine the weight 
or importance to be given to the testi- 
money of any witness. 

After explaining at length the consid- 
erations which the jurors might take 


of witnesses, Justice Dowling referred to 
the so-called Hummel affidavit. He had 
told them that if a witness had been 
ecenvicted of crime they might consider 
that fact in weighing the testimony, and 
also that if they beli¢éved any witness 
had deliberately testified falsely they 
were at liberty to disregard his testi- 
mony entirely. 
Evelyn's Affidavit. 


‘You will remember that the affida- 
vit of Evelyn Nesbit was not received 
in evidence as affording proof of either 
the truth or falsity of the statements 
therein contained,’ said he, ‘“‘but solely 
for the purpose of establishing the fact 
that the witness had made statements 
under oath contradictory of or incon- 
sistent with those made by her upon 
this trial. And if you find that contra- 
dictory or inconsistent statements were 
actually made by her, or by any other 
witness, as to matters actually _§in- 
volved in the main issue herein as tésti- 
fied to, you may take that into consid- 
eration in arriving at a conclusion as 
to the creditability of such witness or 
witnesses. But contradictory or incon- 
sistent statements as to trivial or col- 
lateral matters are not to be considered 
by you as affecting the creditability of 
a witness.”’ 

Thaw Nervous and Uneasy. 


As soon the the presiding Justice had 
ended his explanation of the law bear- 
ing on the case, the court officers who 
were to have the jury in charge were 
sworn, 

Thaw, who was in a highly nervous 
condition, was escorted to one of the 
prison ante-rooms, where his wife and 
mother soon afterward joined him. 

Justice Dowling’s charge to the jury 
leaned neither Way, but in one instance 
hit the defense hard. Thaw and his 
lawyers had hoped that the jury would 
be allowed to consider the charges 
against Stanford White in making up 
their verdict, but the Justice told the 
jury that the law protected the lives of 
the most vile as well as the most exalt- 
ed of ita citizens. 

Both Mrs. William Thaw and Evelyn 
Thaw were plainly worn and nervous. 
Thaw himeelf entered shivering and 
coughing violently. It was reported that 
he had passed an uneasy, night.

Parts Were Designed to Meet 
Needs of Certain Cities 
or People. 





No author of any part of the Bible 
wrote one line for the purpose of con- 
tributing to a bible, according to the 
Rev. W. C. Bitting, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist Church, because they did 
not know at the time they were writing 
there was to be such a book as the 


Bible. 

Dr. Bitting made this assertion Thurs- 
day night in Jan address to the Men’s 
Club of 8t. John’s Southern “Methodist 
Church, King’s highway and Washing- 
ton boulevard. His subject was ‘‘How 
We Got Our Bible.”’ 

Denics Being Irreverent. 

With a show ox. indignation Dr. Bit- 
ting Friday denisd that he had applied 
the term ‘hack-writers’’ to Solomon, 
David and other Bible authors in his 
lecture Thursday night. He declared 
that he did not at any time use any 
word or phrase of an irreverent na- 
ture in reference to the Bible or the 
writers of the sacred book. Dr. Bit- 
ting dictated the following statement 
as to what he did say: 

“T said that no au.hor of- any part of 
the Bible wrote one line for the pur- 
pose of contributing to a bible. As to 
the book of Proverbs—any person who 
reads the book will notice the specific 
statements in the book introducing at 
least five collections of sayings. One 
is attributed to Solomon, another to the 
‘“‘wise men,’’ another was copied by the 
wise men of Hezekiah from some other 
source and another collection was ut- 
tered by Lemuel. 


Psalms Are a Collection. 


“As to the Book of Psalms—any read- 
er of the book itself can see that it is a 

collection of five books of poems into 
one volume, very much as the different 
volumes of hymns are now bound to- 
gether. Each of these five volumes ends 
with a doxology. The titles of the 
psalms, which are not a part of the 
original poems, but were added after- 
wards, are not considcred of very much 
value today by Bible scholars. Even 


these titles do not attribute all the 
psalms to David. 
‘In its present form the Book of 


Psalms was probably the Hebrew hymn 
book of the second temple. Many writ- 
ers contributed to this collection of re- 
ligious poems. It can hardly be thought 
that any contributor to this collection 
wrote his poem designedly as a contri- 
bution to a Bibla 

“As to the Prophets—any intelligent 
student of any of the books of the 
Prophets understands they were men 
preaching to their times and dealing 
in specific present situations. Interest- 
ed hearers may have written down ther 
words or the Prophets themselves may 
have written their sermons after they 
were spoken. There is no intimation in 
any prophetic book that any man who 
wrote the book or whose addresses are 
recorded in it had any idea that he was 
writing or speaking in order that his 
words might occupy a place in a Bible.

ALTON, IUl., Jan. 31.—There are lots 
of people in this town that think won- 
ders will never cease.

SHIP OF MYSTERY SEEN 





Strange Cruiser Precedes the 
American Squadron, Mak- 
ing Fast Time. 





CAPE VIRG.NS, Argentine, Jan. 31.— 
The American fleet is now steaming 
through the entrance to the Straits of 
Magellan. Six battleships, all standing 
in close to the cape, can be seen from 
here. 

The first of the American battleships 
was sighted at 6 o’clock last evening. 
She was then entering the stralt. This 
ship communicated with the Chilean 
Hghthouse at roint Dongeness. She. dis- 
played by flag the cipher letters B and 
8, but t was dmpossible to learn the 
name of the vessel from these indica- 
tion’, these. particular letters not being 
in the code avallaple.

facie evidence of a bucketshop. 

The new law was written by Circuit 
Attorney Sager and passed by the last 
General Assembly. All of the bucket- 
shops in existence at the time it went 
into effect closed temporarily. Within 

a few wecks places, to outward appear- 
ances ex tly the same as the old buck- 
et-shops, reopened in the same quarters.

whatever ¢haracter, if. technically in 
restraint of trade as such restraint has 
been defined by the courts, must neces- 
sarily be either futile or mischievous, 
and sometimes both. The present law 
makes some combinations illegal, al- 
though they may be useful to the coun- 
try. On the other hand, as to some 
Luge combinations which are both nox- 
lous and illegal, even if the action un- 
dertaken against them under the law 
by the Government 1s successful, the 
result may be to work but a minimum 
benefit to the public. Even though the 
combinatian be broken up and a small 
measure of reform thereby: produced, 
the real good aimed at can not be ob- 
tained, for such real good can come 
only by a thorough and _ continuing 
supervision over the acts of the com- 
bination in all its parts, so as to pre- 
vent stock watering, improper forms 
ec. competition, and, in short, wrong- 
doing generally. The law should cor- 
rect thai portion of the Sherman act 
“which prehibits all combinations of the 
Cnaracter above described, whether they 
be reasonable or unreasonable; but this 
sould be done only as part of a gen 
¢al scheme to provide for this effective 
and thoroughgoing supervision by the 
National Government of all the opera- 
tions of the big interstate business con-

Would Prevent Gambling. 

“I do not know whether it is possible, 
but if possible, it is certainly desirable, 
that in connection with measures to re- 
strain stock watering and overcapital- 
ization there should be measures taken 
to prevent at least the grosser forms 
of gambling in securities and commodi- 
ties, such as making large sales of what 
men do not possess and ‘cornering’ the 
market. Legitimate purchases of com- 
modities and of stocks and securities 
for investment have no connection what- 
ever with purchases of stocks or other 
securities or commodities on a margin 
for speculative and gambling purposes. 
There is no moral difference between 
gambling at cards or in lotteries or on 
the racetrack and gambling in the stock 
market. One method is just as per- 
nicious to the body politic as the other 
in kind, and in degree the evil worked 
is far greater. But it is a far more 
diffieult subject with which to deal. The 
great bulk of the business transacted 
on the exchanges is not only legitimate, 
but is necessary to the working of our 
modern industrial system, and extreme 
care would have to be taken not to in- 
terfere with this business in doing away 
with the ‘bucketshop’ type of operation. 
We should study both the successes and 
the failures of foreign legislators who, 
notably in Germany, have worked along 
this line, so as not to do anything harm- 
ful. Moreover, there is a spectal diffi- 
culty in dealing with this matter by tne 
Federal Government in a Federal Re-

Mr. Cleveland removed several men from office 
for what he called ‘‘pernicious activity” and all of 
his successors have on occasion warned persons 
ia the national service that they would engage in 
party management at their peril. 

So far as words go none of the Presidents has 
been more emphatic in supporting this reform 
than Mr. Roosevelt. As a youth just from col- 
lege he was one of the early civil service reform- 
ers. He sat at the feet of George William Curtis 
in the convention of 1884 and was said at that 
time to have been more interested in the reform 
than he was in his party. 

It ought not to be necessary, therefore, at this 
j time to do more than direct the attention of the 
President to the situation in Missouri where Fed- 
eral officeholders are as conspicuous in Republican 
politics as they ever were under the administra- 
tion of Gen. Grant. Because Mr. Roosevelt is 
known to favor the aspirations of Secretary Taft 
the assumption seems to be that all laws, rules 
and regulations affecting the civil service have 
been set aside, and Republfan officialism in Mis- 
souri is scheming, managing and domineering 
exactly as it did before Guiteau’s bullet drew at- 
tention to a great evil. 

Mr. Taft deserves a better fate than this, and 
his real friends can do him no greater service 
than to make a most emphatic protest against 
methods which are rapidly becoming a notorious 
scandal. It may be doubted whether many -of 
these Missouri mercenaries care a picayune for 
Mr. Taft.

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SAYS SINGERS MUST RELAX 
THE JAW OR RUIN THE TONE 





Third of a Remarkable Series of Talks on Singing Given for 
Post-Dispatch Readers by the New Diva, Who 
Js Called a “Greater Patti,” 
NO. 4 WILL BE “THE MASTERY OF THE TONGUE.” 
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N my first talk I asked you to study 
the physiological aspect of the 
throat, head and lungs. Yester- 

day we said a few words, but not half 
enough, on the subject of breath econ- 
trol. Today I am going to take up 
the subject of tone emission and the 
attack, 

Usually the greatest effect of the sing- 
er consists of attacking the note in 2 
throaty manner, or in the throat. 
Sooner or later this attack will ruin 
the most beautiful voice. 

The note must. be attacked from the 
very seat of respiration. This is called 
in Italian “i’appogio.” Your -Engiish 
word, diaphragm does not convey the 
same impression, for the diaphragm 
may be called the bellows of the lungs 
while the appogio really means prop 
and is the deep breath regulated by the 
diaphragm. The attack of the sound 
must come from this appogio, or breath 
prop. 
But to have the attack pure and in tune you must open wide the throat, not 
only in front, but also at the back, for it is useless to emit a sound if the 
throat is not sufficiently open to let it press, Throaty tone or pinched tones 
are tones which are trying to force themselves through a half-closed throat, 
blocked either by insufficient opening of the larynx or by a stoppage of the 
throat passage duct to the root of the tongue being forced down and back too 





hard or to a low, soft palate. 
In order to have a throat perfectly open it is necessary to have the jaw 


absolutely relaxed. 

[ have found in studying different nationalities that it is fairly easy for 
the French and Spanish people to learn this relaxation of the jaw and the 
opening of the throat, but the English-speaking people generally talk with the 
throat half shut and even talk through half-shut teeth. Sometimes when you 
are talking rapid!y suddenly put your hand up to your jaw. You will find 
that it is stiff; that the muscles beneath it (tongue muscles) are tight and 
hard; that the jaw seldom goes down very far in pronouncing any of the 
English words; whereas in singing the jaw should be absolutely relaxed, going 
down and back as far as it can with ease. The jaw is attached to the skull 
right beneath the temp'es in front of the ears. By placing your two fingers 


there and dropping the jaw, you will find that a space between the skull and 


jaw grows as the jaw drops. 
In singiggy this space must be as large as possible, for that indicates that 


the jaw is dropped down, giving its aid to the opening at the back of the 
throat. It will help the beginner sometimes to do simple relaxing exercises, 
feeling the jaw drop with the fingers. The jaw must never be put down. 
it must drop down, and it is not necessary to open the mouth wide because 


the jaw is relaxed to its utmost. 
I shall not dwell on the mouth now, however, as that will take up dnother 


article. 
Do not attack a note at the same time that you are inhaling. That is too 


Take the breath (through the nose, of course), and give it an instant 


soon. 
In this way you will avoid 


to settle, as it were, before attacking the sound. 
the stroke of the glottis, which is the sudden and uncontrolled emission of 
the accumulated breath. 3 

The voice is divided into registers. But one should not be taught to sing 
in registers the voice should be perfectly even from top to bottom, the idea 
of the registers merely giving the singer to understand that on certain groups 
of notes more head quality, or mouth quality, or deep quality, should be used. 
The perfect voice must be so blended as not to show where the registers change. 

The scale is the great test of voice production. The scale should be 
even. Every note of the register should partake sufficiently of the quality 
of the next register above or below in order not to make the transition no- 
ticeable when the voice ascends or descends the scale. 

This blending of the registers is attained by the intelligence of the singer 
in mixing the different tone qualties of the registers, using as aids the va- 
rious formigions of the lips and mouth and throat, and the ever-present 

“appogio,” W * without which no perfect scale can be sung. ~ =

Delegates Find City Has No 
Facilities for Caring 
for Afflicted. 








The special committee of the House 


of Delegates to visit city institutions 
found 800 insane persons quartered at 
the Poorhouse and nearly 100 persons 
sleeping on the floors of the Insane 
Asylum proper... The committee found 
that St. Louis has facilities for proper- 
ly caring for 450 insane patients, while 
it has 1466 persons confined in the two 
institutions. 

The insane patients at the Poorhouse 
are not under the supervision of the 
physician in charge of the Insane Asy- 
lum. They are treated by one of the 
Poorhouse physicians. Out of the 980 
patients crowded into the Poorhouse not 
more than three a year regain their 
sanity, while under different conditions 
the percentage of cures probably would 
be much higher. 

The occupancy of the west wing of 
the Poorhouse by insane persons has re- 
sulted in such a crowding of that insti- 
tution that 225 decrepit old men are 
forced to live in one old dormitory 317 
feet long and 30 feet wide, with not a 
single partition in it.

The dormitory is in such a dangerous

The com- 
mittee thought it would be necessary 
to investigate the institutions and see 
the actua].conditions existing there 
before it could make an intelligent re- 
port. 

The committee visited the institu- 
tions Thursday afternoon, It will 
likely recommend the immediate con- 
struction of the new Insane Asylum 
and the transfer to Fulton or Farm- 
ington of some other insane patients 
until the new buildings are com- 
pleted. ; 

There are 1341 persons in the Poor- 
house, of which 531 are paupers, and 
810 insane. Three physicans have 
charge of all of these persons. 

There are 380 men in the Insane 
Asylum proper, and 296 women. 

As many as 22 persons sieep in some 
rooms 24x21 feet in dimension. The 
little single beds are crowded into 
these rooms until no more room can 
be found for them, and then beds are 
spread on the floors. 

The patients, in order to get to or 
from their beds, have to crawl over 
many of the others. In the ward 
where the mose violent class of wom- 
en patients is confined there are 48 
standing beds for 73 patients, and 
in another ward, 58 beds for 75 pa- 


tients.
